ner.

April 24 will embark on this 
journey to French Equatori­ 
al Africa with Dr. Paul Wou- 
denberg, pastor of the Cali­ 
fornia Heights Methodist 
Church in Long Beach. He
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will return Saturday, May 
19. The journey's purpose is 
to study the recent life and 
work of Dr. Schweitzer, live 
in the hospital compound for 
a week, take moving pic­ 
tures, and tape record the 
voice of the person many 
consider to be the world's 
greatest living man.

Reverend Zimmerman 
makes this venture at his 
own expense and primarily 
for his own growth as a 
clergyman. He will return to 
lecture on his experience 
and to share with as many 
as possible the life work and 
thought of Dr. Schweitzer.
